FOREWORD. 


This  report  is  again,  submitted  in  a shortened  form  in  accordance  with  the  advice  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  delay  in  its  appearance  was  the  unfortunate  illness  of  Dr.  T.  W. 
Stallybrass  who  was  off  duty  from  early  in  1946  until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  his  resignation  took  effect.  It  is 
fitting  to  place  on  record  that  Dr.  Stallybrass  served  the  County  for  twenty  years,  during  thirteen  of  which 
he  was  County  Medical  Officer.  He  spared  no  pains  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  health  services  in  Dorset,  and 
in  particular  his  efforts  to  improve  the  tuberculosis  service  and  to  establish  the  County  Clinics  and  Laboratory 
in  Dorchester  met  with  the  success  they  deserved. 

Although  the  war  ended  in  1945,  in  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  medical  department  was  concerned  the  year 
belonged  to  the  period  of  emergency.  The  main  efforts  of  the  remaining  experienced  members  of  the  department 
were  directed  towards  keeping  the  existing  services  in  operation,  and  difficulties  frequently  arose  as  a result  of  the 
ever  increasing  volume  of  work  and  the  steadily  decreasing  numbers  of  doctors,  dentists,  nurses,  and  clerks. 
That  the  work  of  the  department  was  successful  can  be  seen  from  the  statistical  details  attached  to  this  report, 
and  credit  is  due  both  to  the  professional  and  clerical  staff  for  carrying  out  their  duties  so  energetically  during 
a difficult  period.

Note  : The  post  of  County  Nursing  Superintendent  fell  vacant  because  of  the  unfortunate  death  in  an  aeroplane 
accident  of  Miss  Lily  True,  who  had  been  seconded  to  U.N.R.R.A.  in  1944  and  who  at  the  time  of  her 
death  was  carrying  out  with  great  distinction  most  important  nursing  duties  in  Greece. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS  AND  GENERAL  HEALTH  OF  THE  COUNTY  {Tables  I and  II). 

These  figures  are  satisfactory.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  not  maintained  at  the 
remarkably  low  1944  figure  of  32,  but  the  rate  is  still  well  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.  Prematurity 
is  the  commonest  cause  of  early  death  in  infancy,  and  the  most  practicable  way  of  reducing  infant  mortality 
is  to  provide  the  best  possible  care  for  premature  infants.  There  is  great  cause  for  satisfaction  in  the  low  maternal 
mortality  rate  of  1.1.  There  were  only  two  maternal  deaths  amongst  the  mothers  attended  in  their  own  homes 
by  the  County  Nursing  Association’s  midwives. 

There  are  no  particular  matters  on  which  to  comment  as  regards  causes  of  death  in  the  population  generally. 
The  ratio  of  the  main  killing  diseases  remains  unchanged. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  {(Table  III). 

There  was  nothing  specially  noteworthy  about  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease.  The  number  of  cases 
of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  unusually  large,  viz.,  nineteen,  and  there  were  three  deaths.  The  influence  of  immunis- 
ation against  diphtheria  began  to  be  felt  even  more  strongly,  as  there  were  only  seventeen  cases  notified  in  the 
County  during  the  year.

Smallpox.  During  the  year  the  scheme  for  smallpox  hospital  accommodation  had  to  be  revised.  The  old 
Baiter  Hospital  (10  beds)  at  Poole  was  destroyed  by  bombing,  and  the  temporary  war-time  scheme  for  the  use 
in  its  place  of  the  Blandford  Infectious  Diseases  Hospiral  ceased  to  be  operative  on  March  31sr,  1945.  The  only 
hospitals  left  in  the  County  foi  the  reception  cf  patients  suffering  from  smallpox  were  the  Foyle  Hill  Hospital, 
Shaftesbury  (8  bed.<^),  belonging  to  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  the  Arne  Hospital  (8  beds)  owned 
by  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  Council.  The  scheme  was  therefore  amended  so  that  the  whole 
County  could  be  served  by  these  two  hospitals,  and  the  following  revision  was  made  in  the  administrative 
arrangements  : — 

“ On  either  the  Wareham  Hospital  or  the  Foyle  Hill  Hospital  being  opened  for  smallpox,  the  County 
Council  will  take  over  the  financial  responsibility  for  either  the  Dorchester  Borough  Infectious  Disease  Hospital 
or  the  Bridport  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  according  to  the  location  of  the  outbreak.  The  local  authority  con- 
cerned will  discharge  or  transfer  all  patients  to  the  Poole  or  Weymouth  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  and  admin- 
ister the  hospital  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  holding  it  available  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  smallpox  from 
any  part  of  the  County. 

On  any  of  these  hospitals  being  opened  for  smallpox,  nurses  will  immediately  be  supplied  on  a quota  bcisis 
from  the  nursing  staffs  of  the  Poole  and  Weymouth  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  by  the  Poole  Borough  Council 
and  the  Weymouth  and  Portland  Joint  Hospital  Board.” 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  {Table  IV). 

The  figures  refer  to  the  County  area  excluding  the  Boroughs  of  Poole  and  Weymouth  which  are  indepiend- 
ent  Welfare  Authorities. 

Births.  It  can  be  seen  that  there  is  a steady  and  satisfactory  fall  in  the  still-birth  rate.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  continues  to  rise  sharply,  being  four  times  as  many  as  in  1939.  In  this  connection  the  arrange- 
ments with  the  Salisbury  Diocesan  Association  for  Moral  and  Spiritual  Welfare,  which  include  the  admission  of 
unmarried  mothers  to  St.  Monica’s  Maternity  Home,  Parkstone,  are  working  well,  and  satisfactory  co-operation 
has  been  achieved  between  the  health  visitors  and  the  welfare  workers  employed  by  the  Association.  During 
1945,  21  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  St.  Monica’s  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council, 
and  they  remained  in  the  Home  for  periods  of  up  to  three  months. 

No  elaborate  provision  has  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  premature  infants,  but  special  outfits  are  avail- 
able on  request  by  any  midwife  or  doctor,  and  the  midwives  are  encouraged  to  seek  the  help  of  the  Department 
without  delay  in  all  difficult  cases. 

Maternity  Beds.  Plans  were  made  during  the  year  to  increase  considerably  the  number  of  available 
maternity  beds.  The  purchase  of  Somerleigh  Court  to  be  used  as  a maternity  annexe  of  the  Dorset  County  Hos- 
pital was  completed  by  the  County  Council,  after  friendly  and  fruitful  discussions  with  the  Board  of  Management 
of  the  Hospital.  It  was  thought  that  these  premises  would  be  large  enough  for  about  twenty  beds. 
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During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  obtained  in  principle  to  the 
proposal  that  a maternity  unit  should  be  established  in  Portwey  Hospital,  Weymouth.  Further  reference  is  made 
to  this  later  in  the  report. 

No  plans  were  made  during  the  year  to  increase  the  number  of  maternity  beds  available  in  the  East  of  the 
County,  where  pressure  on  existing  accommodation  is  severe. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.  The  County  Council  agreed  to  refund  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  the 
expenses  incurred  in  training  midwives  in  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  in  purchasing  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the 
midwives.  Progress  in  training  has  been  slow  owing  to  war  conditions  but  it  was  speeded  up  during  1946.  At 
the  end  of  1945  eleven  midwives  had  received  training. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE  (Table  V). 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  syphilis  remained  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  but  there  was  a sharp 
rise  in  the  number  of  patients  suffering  from  gonorrhoea.  This  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  very  large  military  and 
naval  population  in  the  area.  Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  medical  officers  at  Service  Hospitals  and 
Bases  and  it  was  possible  by  using  information  obtained  from  these  medical  officers  to  bring  a number  of  women 
who  were  in  an  infectious  state  under  treatment.  In  this  respect  the  work  of  the  two  health  visitors  most  con- 
cerned has  been  outstandingly  good.  By  careful  and  patient  enquiry  they  were  often  able  to  trace  a source  of 
infection  from  very  slender  particulars.  That  Defence  Regulation  33B  has  been  of  value — -at  any  rate  as  a war- 
time measure — can  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  in  the  table. 


TUBERCULOSIS  (Table  VI). 

There  was  a satisfactory  drop  in  the  notifications,  and  the  death  rate  remains  low. 

Comment  was  made  in  the  last  report  on  the  value  of  the  Dispensary  service.  The  attendances  were  36 
per  cent,  higher  in  1945  than  in  1944,  and  double  what  they  were  in  1939.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
arrangements  made  by  local  authorities  generally  have  been  adequate  to  cope  with  this  disease,  which  becomes 
extremely  menacing  in  war  conditions.  It  is  unfortunate  that  there  is  a lack  of  sanatorium  beds  for  early  cases, 
but  the  patients  who  suffer  the  most  are  those  whose  condition  is  steadily  deteriorating  and  who  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  cared  for  in  their  own  homes. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients  in  receipt  of  maintenance  allowances  was  42. 

Mass  Radiography.  During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  possibility  of  asking  the  Portsmouth 
City  Council  to  lend  their  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  work  in  Dorset,  but  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  advisable 
to  wait  until  a smaller  mobile  unit  was  available.  It  was  apparent  that  the  large  unit  would  be  fully  occupied 
for  many  months  in  the  urban  areas  of  Hampshire,  and  that  it  would  be  a considerable  undertaking  to  move  it 
round  the  comparatively  small  towns  in  Dorset. 


THE  COUNTY  LABORATORY. 

During  the  year  there  was  nothing  particular  to  note  about  the  work  of  the  County  Laboratories  which 
continued  to  provide  a complete  pathological  and  bacteriological  service  for  the  majority  of  hospitals  and 
medical  practitioners  in  the  County. 


RADIUM  TREATMENT  OF  CANCER  (Table  VII). 

The  number  of  attendances  at  Dr.  Taylor’s  clinics  continues  to  increase,  and  sixty-six  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Southampton,  as  Compared  with  thirty-two  in  1939.  In  his  annual 
report  Dr.  Taylor  stresses  the  need  for  the  formation  of  a single  radiotherapeutic  unit  to  serve  those  parts  of 
Hampshire,  Wiltshire,  and  Dorset  which  can  conveniently  be  described  as  Wessex.  At  present  the  County 
Council  only  accepts  financial  responsibility  for  patients  treated  at  Regional  Radium  Centres,  and  no  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  any  hospitals  other  than  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


The  appointment  by  The  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  of  an  Area  Organiser  in  Exeter  has  made 
easier  the  work  of  arranging  lectures,  film  shows,  and  demonstrations.  The  following  programme  of  organised 
health  educational  work  was  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  : — 

(a)  Lyme  Regis.  A course  of  three  film-illustrated  lectures  on  general  health  subjects  was  given  to 
parents. 

(b)  Health  Films  were  shown  and,  in  some  cases,  short  talks  were  given  in  fourteen  schools  to  a total 
audience  of  nearly  four  thousand  children.  These  school  visits  were  a great  success,  and  the  teachers  were  as 
appreciative  as  the  children. 

(c)  Films  were  shown  and  talks  were  given  at  eighteen  Women’s  Institutes  and  Land  Army  Hostels. 
About  six  hundred  people  attended  these  meetings,  some  of  which  were  open  to  the  public. 

(d)  Films  were  shown  at  five  ante-natal  clinics  and  child  welfare  centres. 

(e)  A course  of  four  film-illustrated  lectures  was  given  in  Portland.  This  was  part  of  a Health  Educa- 
tion Week  arranged  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Portland. 

(f)  A course  of  five  film-illustrated  lectures  was  given  in  Dorchester.  This  was  arranged  by  the 
Dorchester  Youth  Committee. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION, 

Hospital  Survey.  The  Hospital  Survey  Report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  published  during  the  year. 
The  most  important  recommendations  were  as  follows  : — 

(a)  East  Dorset.  The  Cornelia  Hospital  to  be  rebuilt  and  extended  to  provide  some  350  acute  and 
30-40  maternity  beds,  with  Longfleet  Gardens  Infirmary  rebuilt  as  a chronic  sick  annexe,  with  125  beds  in 
the  first  instance. 

(b)  West  Dorset.  A new  District  Hospital  to  be  built  in  the  Weymouth-Dorchester  area,  comprising 
300  acute  and  30  maternity  beds,  together  with  a fever  block  of  80  beds  and  a chronic  sick  block  of  120  beds. 
This  new  hospital  would  eventually  replace  the  four  hospitals  in  Weymouth,  two  hospitals  in  Dorchester, 
and  the  sick  wards  in  Dorchester  and  Bridport  Public  Assistance  Institutions.. 

Hospital  Accommodation- — East  Dorset.  As  a result  of  the  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  several 
conferences  took  place  during  the  year  in  order  to  determine  what  immediate  action,  if  any,  could  profitably  be 
taken.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  possibility  of  sharing  with  Bournemouth  the  building  of  the  United  States 
Army  Hospital  at  East  Moors,  St.  Leonard’s,  near  Ringwood,  or  alternatively,  the  hospital  at  Kingston  Lacey, 
near  Wimborne.  The  County  Council,  however,  decided  that  neither  of  these  hospitals  was  suitable  for  their 
requirements. 

Later  the  Cornelia  and  East  Dorset  Hospital  approached  the  County  Council  regarding  the  possibility  of 
obtaining  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  enlarging  the  hospital  by  the  erection  of  prefabricated  huts  in 
the  grounds.  Sympathetic  consideration  to  this  proposal  was  given  by  the  County  Council,  but  final  decisions 
were  held  up  pending  the  preparation  of  plans. 

Portwey  Hospital.  Reference  was  made  in  the  last  report  to  the  " up-grading  ” of  the  Weymouth  Public 
Assistance  Institution  into  a Class  I E.M.S.  hospital.  During  the  war  this  hospital  was  administered  by  the 
Emergency  Committee.  The  appropriation  of  the  institution  as  a hospital  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  medical,  surgical  and  maternity  purposes,  was  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  pursuance  of  Section 
163  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  with  effect  from  1st  October,  1945.  The  total  bed  complement  of  the 
hospital  was  reduced  from  215 — the  maximum  for  E.M.S.  purposes — to  150,  of  which  100  were  still  reserved  for 
E.M.S.  patients.  The  administration  of  the  hospital  was  transferred  from  the  County  Emergency  Committee  to  a 
Portwey  Hospital  Management  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Public  Health  Committee.  Before  the  end  of  1945 
plans  were  prepared,  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval,  for  the  adaptation  of  two  wards  into 
a maternity  unit  consisting  of  fifteen  lying-in  beds,  and  eight  ante-natal  beds. 
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HOUSING  [Tables  Vn  and  V lit). 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Dorset  Joint  Housing  Committee  was  held  in  October,  1944,  and  further  meetings 
were  held  in  1945.  The  Rural  District  Councils  in  the  County  have  been  recommended  by  the  Joint  Committee 
to  adopt  the  standard  set  out  in  a memorandum,  prepared  by  the  County  Branch  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Association,  on  the  subject  of  uniform  standards  for  demolition,  reconditioning,  and  repair,  provided  that  in 
adopting  the  minimum  standard  elasticity  should  be  allowed  in  considering  the  state  of  existing  houses.  Table 
VIII  is  a copy  of  the  progress  report  submitted  to  the  Joint  Housing  Committee  on  20th  December,  1945. 


MILK  [Table  VII). 

The  total  number  of  " Tuberculin  Tested  ” licences  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  388,  which  is  only 
about  thirteen  per  cent,  of  the  total  of  milk  producing  farms  in  the  County.  There  were  519  " Accredited  ” 
licences  in  force. 

During  the  year  sampling  of  heat-treated  milk  was  commenced  under  the  provisions  of  Defence  Regula- 
tion 55G.  Fourteen  authorisations  were  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  results  of  sampling  were  as 
follows  : — •

WATER  SUPPLY  AND  SEWERAGE. 

As  a result  of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  much  consideration  has  been  given  by  the 
Rural  District  Councils  in  the  County  to  water  supply,  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal  schemes.  For  the  purpose 
of  co-ordinating  and  advising  upon  these  schemes  the  County  Council  appointed  Messrs.  Sandford,  Fawcett  & 
Partners  as  their  Consulting  Engineers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  proper  consideration  being  given  to  the  needs  of 
the  County  as  a whole  water  will  be  supplied  from  the  most  suitable  available  sources  to  all  those  parishes  which 
are  still  without  a satisfactory  piped  supply.  Similarly,  it  is  hoped  that  sewage  disposal  schemes  will  keep  pace 
with  the  additional  water  supplies,  so  that  no  worse  pollution  takes  place  than  at  present  exists  in  so  many  of 
the  rivers  and  streams  of  Dorset.  In  this  connection  a very  adverse  report  was  made  during  the  year  on  part  of  the 
River  Stour  and  its  tributaries  by  a firm  of  Analytical  Chemists  employed  by  one  Rural  District  Council.  The 
report  concluded  as  follows  : — " Finally,  I would  remark  on  the  deplorable  conditions  of  sewage  and  trade 
effluent  in  the  River  Stour  watershed  as  a whole.  It  is  surely  high  time  that  some  central  authority,  backed 
by  independent  advice,  took  this  matter  in  hand.  The  local  authorities  are  in  many  cases  just  as  bad  as  the 
factories  in  polluting  what  should  be  a clean  and  attractive  river  in  a delightful  part  of  rural  England.” 

EVACUATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  about  9,000  evacuees  in  the  County- — the 
majority  being  from  the  London  area.  The  return  of  evacuees  to  their  homes  took  place  partly  by  organised 
parties  and  partly  by  individual  families  making  their  own  arrangements.  By  the  end  of  December  there  were 
about  750  evacuees  remaining,  the  majority  being  mothers  with  children  who  had  no  homes  to  which  to  return. 

The  remaining  children  in  the  residential  nursery  at  Coram  Court,  Lyme  Regis,  which  was  directly  admin- 
istered by  the  County  Council,  were  transferred  to  a nursery  nearer  London  in  September,  1945,  and  the  other 
residential  nurseries,  nursery  units,  and  sick  bays,  were  also  closed. 

The  Little  Hanford  Maternity  Home  closed  on  March  31st,  1945.  Reference  was  made  in  the  last  report 
to  the  splendid  work  of  the  owner  of  this  house , who  will  be  giatefully  remembered  by  all  the  mothers  who  were 
admitted  there  for  their  confinements. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE  CASUALTY  SERVICES. 

A full  description  of  the  Casualty  Services  was  given  in  the  last  report.  During  1945  work  on  disbandment 
was  completed  to  the  stage  of  collecting  into  three  stores  all  the  equipment  which  had  been  issued  during  the 
war,  and  distributed  between  13  First  Aid  Posts,  139  First  Aid  Points,  61  Rescue  Parties,  11  Hospitals,  103 
Wardens’  Posts  in  the  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts,  and  257  Wardens’  Posts  in  the  villages.

All  the  emergency  ambulances  were  sold — the  best  being  bought  by  the  Education  Committee  for  the 
School  Canteens  Service.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  the  appointments  of  the  Staff  Officer  for  Casualty  Services, 
the  County  Ambulance  Officer,  and  the  County  Service  Engineer  were  terminated.

VOLUNTEER  CAR  POOL. 

This  free  service  was  disbanded  during  the  year.  It  had  been  most  efficiently  organised  in  Dorset  by  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Service  and  proved  to  be  of  great  value  to  the  community.  Apart  from  the  conveyance  of 
patients  to  and  from  hospital  the  Car  Pool  was  frequently  used  to  bring  patients  who  were  unable  to  travel  by 
public  conveyance  to  and  from  orthopaedic  clinics  and  tuberculosis  dispensaries.  It  can  well  be  imagined  what  a 
boon  the  Car  Pool  proved  to  patients  living  in  remote  districts,  who  had  to  attend  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
for  artificial  pneumothrax  refills  every  ten  or  fourteen  days. 

Fortunately  the  disbandment  of  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool  did  not  mean  that  this  excellent  voluntary 
service  disappeared,  as  the  Hospital  Car  Service  was  quickly  organised  to  take  its  place.  The  latter  Service  is 
managed  by  a Committee  of  representatives  from  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  For  the  conveyance  of  patients  receiving  treatment  through  any  of 
the  County  Council’s  schemes  the  Hospital  Car  Service  is  paid  at  the  rate  of  3d.  per  mile.  This  cost  is  borne  by 
the  County  Council  and  no  contribution  is  required  from  the  patients.
